construction contract or written warranty thereby causing material injury to another; NRS 624.3012(2)
failure to pay for materials and services and NRS 624.3013(3) failure to establish financial responsibility.
Mr. Hessing shall pay an administrative fine of $750.00 for the First Cause of Action, $750.00 for the
Second Cause of Action, $1,000.00 for the Third Cause of Action; $1,000.00 for the Fourth Cause, dismiss
the Fifth Cause of Action and no fine for the Sixth Cause of action for a total fine of $3,500.00; reimburse
the Board for investigative fees of $1,696.00 to be paid within thirty (30) days.
